Sierra Madre should be in an enviable pos¬ 
ition on water with a plentiful supply, quality 
water and a high elevation. 

Instead, the City Council has asked all Sierra 
Madreans to cut their water usage by 10 percent 
and the Raymond Basin Management Board says 
we have overpumped our alloted water quota 
by more than 500 acre feet. 

We have never needed supplemental water, but 
the current drought and two years without our 
additional tunnel water (which is not counted 
in our water allotment) because the tunnels were 
being repaired, has brought the problem to the 
forefront of concern. 

If, indeed, we have overpumped our allotment, 
why can’t we just get imported water to replenish 
our credit and supplement our supply as other 
cities do? 

The reason is that, unlike our neighbors Arcadia 
and Pasadena, we do not belong to the Metropolitan 
Water District (MWD) which has a pipeline running 
under Grandview, but, as of now, is unavailable 
to us as a nonmember.

Buckle Up California urges families 
to recognize the annual Child Passenger 
Safety Awareness Week from Feb. 10 - 
16, 1991, according to Teri Smith, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Buckle Up Califor¬ 
nia. 

The theme Buckle Up for Love!, is 
designed to encourage parents and 
others to protect their children in child 
safety seats and safety belts by correctly 
using them. The goal of 1991’s 
awareness week is to urge correct use of 
these protection devices. “When used 
correctly,” Smith said, “child safety 
seats are extremely reliable in preven¬ 
ting deaths and injuries to young 
passengers.” 

Motor vehicle crashes are the number 
one killer and crippler of children. Cor¬ 
rect use of child safety seats and belts is 
71 percent effective in preventing 
deathand 67 percent effective in preven¬ 
ting serious injuries to children four 
and under. 

Last year in California 43 children 
under the age of four were killed in 
traffic collisions. Only five of those 43 
were riding in properly secured safety 
seats. More than half of the other 38 
would likely be alive had they been 
riding in safety seats fastened correctly. 

“As parents and guardians, we spend 
a lot of time and energy nurturing and 
protecting our children. Why stop short 
when we get into our cars? We can pre¬ 
vent tragic accidents and untold heart¬ 
break if we take time to protect them 
while driving,” said Smith. 

Buckle Up California joins law en¬ 
forcement agencies and citizens’ groups 
throughout the nation in recognizing 
Feb. 10-16 as Child Passenger Safety 
Awareness Week, a time for everyone 
to get into the habit of correctly using 
child safety seats and safety belts.

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Acting on a recommendation of the Chamber 
Funding Task Force, Main Street Chamber 
board members last week unanimously approved 
contracting with revitalization and development 
consultant Edward Henning. Mr. Henning will 
assist in directing Chamber efforts to win approval 
for a business improvement district in downtown 
Sierra Madre. 

Chamber Director and task force member 
Helen Elliott (The Spinning Wheel), told the 
board, “Several meetings have been held during 
the past year to discuss methods of funding the 
downtown revitalization program. We believe 
the business improvement district (BID) self- 
assessment procedure is the best and fairest tool 
available. We need professional assistance to 
make sure our business and commercial property 
owners have the opportunity to understand 
exactly what an improvement district can and 
cannot do.” 

Chamber President Judy Webb-Martin 
pointed out the legal process required to adopt 
an improvement district guarantees everyone 


effected will have a voice and a vote. “It’s up to 
us to see that accurate information is made 
available, that business and property owner 
questions are answered with facts, not guesses. 
Even with the assistance of a consultant,our 
board and supporters of the improvement district 
will have to spend many volunteer hours meeting 
with business and property owners before the 
BID is presented for a vote,” President Webb-' 
. Martin told the board. 

The Chamber board recognizes anything that 
costs money and is not totally voluntary will 
raise lots of questions. The current economic 
conditions and uncertain world situation will 
add confusion and more concerns to be addressed. 

Why hire a consultant? Isn’t this what the 
Main Street Project Manager was hired to do? 
Frankly, the answer is yes and no. The Project 
Manager is responsible for making the board and 
business community aware of methods of funding 
the revitalization effort which have been suc¬ 
cessful. It is a staff responsibility to coordinate 
and assist in planning effective development 
activities. And when additional professional 
management help is needed to be successful, 
getting that assistance is a staff responsibility. 

Mr. Henning has been involved with com¬ 
munity development and downtown revitaliza¬ 
tion programs and projects for over IS years. 
He has worked with four Southern California 
cities ranging in population from 20,000 to 
250,000. In particular, he worked directly on 
various aspects of conceptual planning and im¬ 
plementation of Business Improvement 
Districts in the cities of Whittier, Santa Ana, 
Los Altos, Burbank, Azusa and Culver City. 
Mr. Henning’s contract services are not to ex¬ 
ceed $3000.

Sierra Madreans 
to cut water use

We had several chances to join MWD, but 
chose instead, in 1959, to form a four-city water 
district with Alhambra, Azusa, and Monterey Park, 
mainly to stay out of MWD which was anathema to 
many Sierra Madreans. It was felt we would 
have greater control over our destiny, be able to 
obtain any water we might need less expensively and 
have access to higher quality water through our 
own small district. 

Today we still have no way to get supplemental 
water from our San Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water District (SGVMWD), despite paying what 
many consider to be exhorbitantly high taxes for 31 
years. 

The problem lies in the fact that the district’s 
Feather River water supply is placed in a different 
water storage basin (San Gabriel) than ours 
(Raymond Basin). The San Gabriel Basin lies some 
8(X) feet lower in elevation, which would necessitate 
a costly pipeline and pumping to get it to us. 

The three other cities are located in the lower 
basin and do not share our problem. Being only 
one in five (there are five directors on the board 
of which Sierra Madre has one), and not having a 
desperate need for supplemental water, finding a 
solution has never been given priority by the 
district. 

Now the picture is changing. 

Members of the City Council finally have become 
more agressive in their stance and both the Raymond 
Basin Management Board and the SGVMWD Board 
have become more receptive to suggestions for 
possible solutions. In addition, MWD has become 
more interested in exchanging right and credits 
in various basins in which they have rights. 

We will take a look at these and other possibilities 
in subsequent articles, as well as hearing from 
various water experts, our representative to the 
SGVMWD and members of the City Council 
regarding progress which they feel is taking place.

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I was surprised to hear people who had read 
the book say that the TV version was “just like 
the book.” Actually, I didn’t think so. The book 
is written from the daughter’s point of view,* 
through her sense and sensibility, we enter into- 
her world, seeing the fragility and delicacy of 
things like hope and fear, chickens and seashells, 
love. ' ' ■ : i 

As I watched the film, with its focus on Sarah 
and Jacob, I kept saying to my friend, everytiihe 
melodrama or sizzle came onto the screen, ‘Jthis 
isn’t in the book.” My friend would reply, 
“well, that’s because it’s a childrens’ book.” 

No, childrens’ books usually don’t sizzle, 
and yet in them 1 find a quality of heartmelt that 
touches an even deeper cord. There is a simplicity 
that allows lines like, “There’s always things to 
miss, no matter where you are,” to come 
through as a clarion call. 

Now, there were, no doubt, others that 
preferred the film. It may well have seemed more 
psychologically correct (or relevant) for the 
daughter to resent the intrusion of Sarah, another 
woman, a step-mother, into the household (a 
slant that was not in the book). And it is more 
passionate if love between the man and woman 
develops after a war between the sexes has been 
fought, but I’ve seen all that in less tender 
stories than “Sarah, Plain and Tall.” ' 

The only really good explanation 1 heard for 
preferring the TV version, was from a fifth 
grader who said simply, “1 liked it better; 

1 didn’t have to read it.” 

Needless to say, not a booklover! 


There are patty melts and there are tuna 
melts but while watching Hallmark Hall of Fame’s 
presentation of “Sarah, Plain and Tall,” 1 coined 
a new phrase: heartmelt. That is the best way 1 
know to describe the tender story that won the 
Newbery Medal for its author Patricia MacLach- 
lan. It was good timing to play it in the early days 
of February, the month of hearts and chocolates, 
some of them, also, melted. 

1 read the 58 page book just ahead of its TV 
premiere. I wanted, 1 guess, to answer the age-old 
question: “What was better, the book or the 
movie?” But to a booklover and there is no 
comparison, for example, between the opening 
scene that sets the tone for this story of loss 
and hope in the lives of two mother-less 
children and their widower-father. 

In the book, there is a poignancy, and oppor¬ 
tunity to pause and ponder as the dialogue between 
brother and sister begins: “Did mama sing every 
day?” asked Caleb. “Every single day?” 

There is the reader’s uncanny ability to hear 
their voices as they speak, hear the “background 
music” created partly by the author and partly 
by a reader’s own imagination. In the TV movie 
it is on the screen and it’s over. It is a good scene, 
a sad scene, but it whizzes past and then you’re 
onto the next adventure, another character, an 
expanse of scenery. There is no time and space 
to savor the sweetness, the ethereal quality of 
the language. It’s the difference between whizzing 
by in a car or taking a leisurely walk. You trade 
something for the exhilaration of speed, like 
maybe smelling the flowers.

Council spearheads plans

removed. 

With a $50,000 grant in hand, obtained by the 
Recreation Department, the area will be cleaned up 
with the help of volunteers and Griffin and Sons, 
the contractor who has been hired. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai complimented 
SMEAC for its discovery and assistance in returning 
the area to its previous pristine condition. 

The City Council adopted Resolution No. 91-07 
which adopted the Sierra Madre Park Facilities 
Rules and Regulations and fee schedules. 

The Sierra Madre Commission on Aging, Inc. 
has urged the City Council to adopt a voluntary 
program of referral services, according to Robert 
Hanson, a representative, who said, “We have no 
plan whatsoever to close the Senior Citizen Center. 
We will continue to provide the referral service but 
it will be done by volunteers. The Sierra Madre 
Commission on Aging, Inc. has endorsed the 
concept by a unanimous vote.’’ 

Mary Jane Pakulshi, who has served as a paid 
employee in that role, took umbrage to the plan 
and said,“I trust that before you make this decision 
you will submit to a survey of seniors in the 
community. Give them an opportunity to strike 
out and plan their own service program.” 

According to her husband, Linus, she works 
four hours a day for five days a week. For that she 
gets “a lousy $4000 a year...She provides more 
than information and referral and tax s^sistance.” 

The council went along with^the .qptnmission’s 
suggestion and passed the resolution. 

Laurie Cooper described the Waste Management 
Task Force proposals and said that the best 


recommendation was for green waste collection. 
That, she said, could be changed to compost and 
could be used as a ground cover instead of soil. 

She noted that there were many disagreements 
within the task force and said that Chairman John 
Govorchin felt that there was an inequity of fees 
concerning barrels and bins. 

Cooper said that everyone in town including 
the business section should participate. 

After the report was “ received and filed,”

must adopt a plan to divert 25 percent of their 
municipal solid waste in 1995 and 50 percent in 
2000 .” 

The News will outline the entire plan in the Feb. 
21 edition. 

The Hillside Ordinance was back on the agenda 
Tuesday and Bartolai made the motion to authorize 
the city administrator to forward the ordinance 
to Burke, Williams and Sorensen for legal analysis 
so they could “refine and edit.” Another motion by 
MaryAnn MacGillivray authorized administration 
to complete the Environmental Impact Report so it 
would not exceed $20,000. 

The city is preparing a city hall wall board which 
will name Sierra Madreans now serving in the Persian 
Gulf or Middle East. So far, those names include 
Kirk Evans, David Brandley, Patrick Nolan, Robert 
Kayman, Larry Gonzales, Devon Jones and Jeffrey 
Schwartz. Former resident Carl Giles is also among 
those serving.

J. Pierpont Finch, an 
ambitious window- 
washer, is determined to 
rise to success with the 
aid of a book containing 
clear-eyed realism as to 
how it should be done. 
The book ignores 
business expertise in 
favor of solid advice on 
the politics of the adver¬ 


tising industry and Ponty 
begins his experience in 
the mail room. His rise is 
rapid. The book proves 
to be not dated at all. 

“How to Succeed-” 
had a long, long run on 
Broadway and won a 
Pulitzer prize for its ex¬ 
aggerated truth about 
American business. Add 
music by Frank Loesser 
and words by Abe Bur¬ 
roughs and you have a 
grand show to begin 
with, but the SGVCLO 
production is a genuine 
knock-out. 

The cast is perfect. 
Kenny Rhodes makes 
Finch as lovably cuddly 
as he is shy. Sarah Tat- 
tersall as lovely 
Rosemary, determined 
to chase him until he cat¬ 
ches her, sings beautiful¬ 
ly and looks utterly char¬ 
ming. Jack Rischel is ex¬ 
cellent as the blow-hard 
company president, and 


Roger Castellano is the 
pettish Bud Frump, the 
boss’s nephew you love 
to hate. Dori Aipoalani 
is making a career of 
gorgeous dizzy blonds 
and has the act down 
pat, and Danette 
Holland is a most 
uninhibited comic. 
Everybody else is equally 
good and they all seem to 
be enjoying themselves 
immensely. 

The sets look like New 
Yorker cartoons and the 
costumes dazzle the eye. 
Director Bill Shaw and 


Musical Director Roger 
Lockie have been giving 
the local professional 
productions so much 
competition that Actors 
Equity is beginning to 
eye their semi-amateur 
status. As usual Rikki 
Lugo’s precise and witty 
choreography fills the 
stage with humor and at¬ 
mosphere.
